Senator from Wisconsin, sat in the | 
presiding officer’s chair at the re- 
quest of Vice President Dawes, who | | 


occupied a seat in the chamber. In 


the gallery were the two daughiers | | 
of the late Senator. The widow 


was not present. The galleries 
were crowded to overflowing and 
on the floor was an unusually large 
number of senators and many of 
the Wisconsin House delegation. 
La Follette was eulogized by Sen- 
ators Borah of Idaho, Johnson of 
California, Moses of New Hamp- 


shire, Norris of Nebraska, Fernald | 


of Maine, Frazier of North Dakota 
and Lenroot of Wisconsin, all R-- 
publicans: Robtnson of Arkansa«, 
the Democratic leader; Reed of 
Missouri, Wheeler of Montana, rur- 


ning mate of the late Senator La. 


Follette in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1924; Dill, Washington; 


/' Walsh, Montana: Simmons, North 
Carolina, Democrats, and Ship- 
stead, Minnesota, Farmer-Labor. 


Wheeler's Political Trinity. 
Senator Wheeler placed “Fight- 


ing Bob’’ with the “three greatest 


characters our nation has produced 
—Jefferson, Lincoln and La Fol- 
lette, the three greatest Americans 
and the three great Democrats who 
béiong to the nation.” 

All the eulogies, Senator Reed as- 
serted, had ‘a single tone, the sia- 
cerity of Robert M. La Follette. 
who refused to wear the livery of 
any servitude gave the service of 
sincerity for that which is believod 
to be right. How different woul 
be our counsels if the $6 Senato-s 
in this body emulated some of the 
virtues of that man, who never 
lowered his arm and never turned 
his back upon the foe 

“You need not accept his views, 
for ther may have been mistaken 
on taxation and iabor. But there 
is one view he did possess and 
one course that he did want that 
were not mistaken, to think not of 
himself or his on political pre- 
ferment, but to think on!y of the 
eople he represented ard the 
principles he believed, and to fol- 
low the star of principle regard- 
less Of his own fate.” 

Reed Applauded His Cincerity.

_ the search of his dwelling was not made as an 
| incident of the arrest but as the chief object 
| which the officers had in view in entering upon 
| his premises. Instead of the search being in- 
| cidental to the arrest, therefore, the arrest was 
| ineidental to if not a mere pretext for the search. 
The question {s whether a search made under 
such circumstances violates the constitutional 
rights of the defendant. We think that it does. 


A man's house is his castle, was the dictum of 
Coke, and this great principle was in these words 
incorporated in our Federal Constitution: 


The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects, against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall not be vio- 
lated, and no warrants shall issue, but upon prob- 
able cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and 
particularly describing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be seized.

sunlight. 

On the Island of Cos in about 
the year 400 B. C. Hippocrates, the 
father of medicine, advised sun 
baths and built a temple to Aescu- 
lapius, the god of medicine, to 
serve as a solarium for his pa- 
tients. From the time of Hippo- 
crates until the beginning of the 
Dark Ages, Greek and Roman 
physicians continued to recommend 
sun baths for the cure of disease. 
In modern times heliotherapy has 
.been practiced more or less in 
France since the end of the 18th 
century. The first specific use of 
sunlight for the treatment of tu- 
berculosis was made by the physi- 
cians of Lyons about 1840, but it 
was not put on a sound scientific 
basis until 1903 when- Rollier op- 
ened his clinic in Switzerland. 
Today many hundreds of children 
and adults with bone and gland 
tuberculosis go to Switzerland to 
be treated with sun baths. 

After many years of experience 
Rollier has established a system of 
graduated sun baths which have 
as their ultimate goal thorough 
pigmentation of the skin‘ of the 
whole body and not sunburn. The 
altitude in Switzerland insures a 
coolness of the air as well as great 
intensity of sunlight. The heat of 
the sun is useful in heliotherapy 
only in the winter and must be 
avoided at midday in summen even 
in the mountains. The best helio- 
therapy consists of light baths and 
not of heat baths, and may be 
practiced at any altitude or in any 
place where the sunlight is clear. 
This method of treating tubercu- 
losis became so successful in Rol- 
lier’s clinic that it has been initi- 


ated in all parts of Europe and this 
country. Switzerland is no longer 
the only place where tuberculous 
children may be seen playing nak- 
ed in the sun or lying on outdoor 
sun porches. In many parts of 
thig country, whether at the sea- 
sh@re or in the mountains. just 
such scenes are common today.
